ENJOINING ALL SENIOR CITIZENS THROUGH THE OFFICE OF THE SENIOR 
CITIZENS AFFAIRS AND THE FEDERATION OF SENIOR CITIZENS ASSOCIATIONS 
TO ADOPT PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES TO PREVENT THE POTENTIAL SPREAD 
OF CORONAVIRUS DISEASE 2019 (COVID-2019) 


Pursuant to Proclamation 922, entitled, “Declaring a State of Public Health 
Emergency, urging all citizens, residents, tourist and establishment owners to act within 
the bounds of the law and to comply with the lawful directives and advisories issued by 
appropriate government agencies to prevent further transmission of the Covid-19 and 
ensure the safety and well-being of all”, this advisory is issued to all Senior Citizens of the 
City to prevent the spread of contagious diseases, as they are considered the most 
vulnerable sector based on the data of the Department of Health and the World Health 
Organization. 

The City Government enjoins all Senior Citizens to refrain from attending, 
participating in, and organizing large scale gatherings and activities to further 
minimize the risk of contracting Acute Respiratory Illnesses and other contagious 
diseases. The City likewise advises all elderly citizens to practice self-protection 
measures such as avoiding physical contact (i.e. handshake and beso-beso) with people 
and strengthening the immune system through healthy lifestyle as prescribed by the 
Department of Health and the City Health Office. 


The Office of the Senior Citizens Affairs (OSCA), City Health Office (CHO) and 
City Disaster Risk Reduction Management Office (CDRRMO) are enjoined to strictly carry 
out the intent of this advisory.
